Flowers, Color, Tasty Fruit

Fragrant

Dwarf citrus has as many uses 


in the garden as there are places 
for plants. Use it as a hedge to 
mark the property line or to 
.screen off a given area; Use it as 
a specimen plant in the lawn,

'.his use but some of the most 
lieautiful trees are grown in 
lawns!; use it in containers for 
porch or patio ornaments; use 
it, espaliered against a wall to

This|Thcrc is seldom any ovcrwater- 
is most important for while the 
roots must have a constant sup-j 
ply of moisture, they cannot tol- 
erate a water-logged soil or wa- 
ter that stands too long. They 
need warmth and sunshine to 
produce colorful, juicy and fla- 
vorful fruit. We grow them where 
they get just morning sun until 
around noon and also where they 
;et only afternoon sun. In both 
locations the plants do a good 
job of setting and ripening their 
'mils. They prefer some protec- 
tion from wind but our plants 
can't have this luxury and they 
do well. 


Any type of soil can be re- 


worked to fill the needs of dwarf 
citrus. Plants grown in containers 
do best with the least work when 
Jiey are planted in U. C. Mix. 
This planter mix was especially 
worked out by soil scientists at 
the University of California for 
container grown plants. It has 
been so successful that growers 
all over the western world are us-

I' Dwarf citrus fruits are avail- 
able in seven types and 30 va- 
rieties. Nearly every worthwhile 
variety of citrus in the world is 
now available to Peninsula gar- 
deners on a dwarfing rootstock 
that assures the grower that the 
plant will not get too big for his 
garden. No ladder will ever be 
needed to pick the fruit at the 
top of the tree and the fruit 
will be the same size and have 
the same quality as that grown 
on a standard sized tree receiv- 
ing the same care. Even the yield 
is comparable with the dwarf 
types producing a larger crop, 
for its size, than the standard 
tized tree.

Be sure the trench is long 


enough to carry off heavy winter 
rainwater.

In new gar- 
den it is wise, and a big labor 
and expense saver, to check the 
drainage in every planting area 
as well as around the house. 
By using well placed drain tile in 
t r o u b l e s o m e areas the rock

The cultural care of dwarl 


citrus is very simple and

starts with planting. Set the tree 
high in the hole, high enough for 
the soil over the finished job to 
ilope from the tree trunk to the 
surrounding soil level.

Fertilize 


Dwarf citrus does need fertil- 
iug.

NEW DELHI-India will soon 


he receiving 
what amounts to 


military aid from Russia. 


According to official 
sources, 


an agreement to sell a substan- 
tial, but undisclosed, number of 
high-flying Russian helicopters to 
India is in the final stages. The 
helicopters, 
significantly. 
are 


needed to supply the "Chinese- 
threatened northern borders. 


The 
most 
interesting 
aspect 


about the deal is that India will 
pay for the choppers in Indian 
rupees, 
not 
foreign 
exchange. 


This rather clearly puts the trans-j 
action within the realm of mili-l 
tary assistance. Indians deny the 
supposition. 


Official 
sources 
told 
United 


Press 
International 
that 
the 


agreement is based on practical 
considerations. Besides the rupee 
payment factor, delivery would 
be quick, perhaps before the end 
of the year. 


Earlier this year, India pur- 


chased at least 30 C119 Flying 
Boxcar cargo planes from the 
United States for much the same 
reason — rapid availability. The 
cargo planes, which are already 
in use in the Kashmir-Lakakh bor- 
der areas, were paid for in dol- 
lars, not rupees. 


The Russian helicopter under 


discussion is the M116, a general 
service chopper which "can carry 
10 passengers or a payload of

pounds.

main selling point is that it has 
a service ceiling of 16,1)00 feet and 
can fly higher. In the Himalayan 
region, this is essential.
